Therefore, since it is fairly 
easy to discover the true religion, the 
man who does not, in a reasonable time 
succeed in discovering it, is not mak- 
ing honest and sincere efforts to do so 
~~he has not a good will. And if he 
stubbornly persists in life-long bad | 
will I surely would do all in my power 
to condemn him to life-long celibacy. 
I would do all in my power to hinder 
him from having any part in the 
training of immortal souls.
